Russ  Eckel  Has  talked  with  you  about  our  panel  on  Industrial  Democracy 
and  Worker -Management  Cooperation  that  will  take  place  at  the  Eastern 
Sociological  Association  Meetings  on  March  24,  1969  at  the  Boston  Sheraton. 
As  Russ  indicated,  we  are  very  interested  in  your  participation.  The  idea  of 
the  panel  is  to  encourage  an  informal  dialogue  between  the  trade  union 
movement  and  scholars  about  the  direction  of  worker  participation  and 
labor -management  cooperation  programs,  to  assess  whether  they  are  serving 
the  cause  of  industrial  democracy  and  the  interests  of  labor  more  generally, 
and  to  explore  promising  new  directions  in  these  or  related  programs.

I  am  writing  to  you  again  to  request  financial  assistance  for  the 
Braniff  flight  attendants  who  are  members  of  the  Association  of 
Flight  Attendants,  AFL-CIO. 

Since  my  original  letter  to  you  of  October  5,  Braniff  Airlines 
has  furloughed  940  flight  attendants  leaving  30  flight  attendants 
to  cover  some  planned  flying  for  December  and  January.  Due  to 
this  total  cessation  of  operations,  we  now  have  94  0  flight 
attendants  drawing  on  our  hardship  fund,  versus  the  250  flight 
attendants  that  we  wrote  to  you  about  in  October. 

As  I  mentioned  to  you  in  our  first  solicitation,  this  is  the 
second  bankruptcy  for  our  Braniff  membership  in  seven  years,  and 
they  were  out  of  work  for  two  years  after  the  1982  filing  of 
Chapter  11. 

These  men  and  women  are  having  an  extremely  difficult  time 
meeting  the  necessary  day  to  day  expenses,  such  as  food, 
mortgage,  and  other  necessities  of  life. 

We  again  seek  your  support  and  financial  assistance  to  our 
Braniff  Hardship  Fund  that  has  been  established  in  their  behalf.
